“The backslider in heart shall be filled with his own ways.” 


—Prov. 14:14 


I am going to talk to you on the subject, ‘The Back- 


slider in Heart.”’ 


I wonder if you are familiar with the 


fact that the word backslider appears only one time in 
the entire Bible? The word backslider does not occur at 
all in the New Testament, and it occurs only once in the 
Old Testament. That time it does not occur in the sense 
that you and I use it most of the time. 


In Proverbs 14:14 we find the 
text for our message: “The Back- 
slider in heart shall be filled with 
his own ways.” We have the 
‘recorg in the Old Testament and 

the New of people who committed 
acts of backsliding, but the back- 
slider of the Bible is a person who 
gets in a bad shape in his heart. 
Some things we do are not so bad 
as the condition of our hearts. 

Are you familiar with the fact, 
my dear friends, that it is not very 
important what kind of person you 
are? God-is not so much interest- 
ed in what kind of person you are 
as He is vitally interested in the

kind of person you want to be. 


God does not pay as much atten- 
tion to the acts of people, as He 
pays to the attitudes of people. The 
big sinner is not the person who 
does some things we consider bad. 
The big sinner is the person who 
wants in his heart to do bad 
things. For instance, adulery is 
not only sin; it is the result of sin. 
And the most terrible thing about 
adultery is not the act; it is the 
awful condition of the heart that 
produces the act. God, beloved, 
looks at the heart; and we cannot 
see the heart. 


A backslider in heart may not 
get out and commit overt acts of 
sin. He may not get drunk. He 
may not curse. He may not go to 
the shows. He may not do this 
and that and the other. But his 
heart is wrong, and you had better 
watch him, One person, in his 
backslidden condition of heart, 
may break some of God’s moral 
laws. Another person may sit in 
the pew every Sunday morning 
with a heart as cold ag ice. It is 
the backslider in heart that God is 
concerned about. It is the back- 
sliders in heart who have frozen 
our pulpits and our pews. What

18:4, 20), and “Sin, when 
it is finished, .bringeth forth 
death.” God said to Adam and 


Eve, “In the day that thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely die.” And 
when Satan tempted Adam and 
Eve, he meant to bring death to 
them and‘to the race, and damna- 
tion to their souls and thé souls 
of billions who should follow them. 
Satan’s object is murder! 

And Satan’s method is the lie. 
“There is no truth in him,” Jesus 
said. ““‘When he speaketh a lie, he

The word revival means liter- 
ally “to live again,” and it ig a 
time when God pours His life into 
the individual’s heart and _ the 
people are set on fire, Heaven be- 
comes real, God is real, prayer and 
the Bible are real, Hell is real, and 
men see eternity as it really is. It 
is a time when Heaven becomes 
. very near and visits earth and 
visits the hearts of men again with 
its searching, cleansing, purifying 
and glorious power. It is a time 
when the blessed Holy Spirit of 
God again is given the right-of- 
way in the human heart and fills 
every member of the church who 
lets Him with the glories and 
powers of Heaven. Surely, there 
ig nothing on this earth ag re- 
joicing to the heart of God’s people 
ag a real Heaven-sent revival. 


Revivals are periods when 


Christians, dissatisfied with the 
coldness, lukewarmness, lack of 
blessing from God, sin, worldli- 
ness and deadness, come together 
and seek the blessings of God to 
drive back the forces of worldli- 
ness, unrighteousness, sin and Hell, 
and to bring the blessings of God 
down upon the people again in 
mighty power. In a revival, in- 
dividuals are searched, confess 
their sins, begin to really pray, 
read the Word of God and seek 
lost souls. They assemble at God's 
house for the public services. They 
bring the lost to hear the preached 
Word. They pray and they work 
with al] their heart. In revivals, 
singing is no longer formal and 
dead but is warm and spiritual and 
fervent. Preaching is no longer 
a lecture or simply an intellectual 
presentation of truth, dry and 


monotonous, but comes from a 
burning heart and burning lips 
with power and force and convic- 
tion that moveg the audiences and 
moves the individual heart to act 
for God and. for eternal safety and

speaketh of his own: for he is a 
liar, and the father of it.” The 
reason Satan is a liar is that he 
could accomplish his purpose in no 
other way. If Satan told the 
truth about sin when he tempts 
people, not a single person would 
ever sin. Every person who ever 
sins is deceived into it . It is true 
that depraved men now love sin, 
have a longing for sin, but if men 
realized how sin would end, they 
would hate it and flee from it. 

If Adam and Eve in the Garden 
of Eden had believed God when 
He said, “Thou shalt surely die,” 
and had not believed Satan when 
he said, “Ye shalk NOT surely 
die,” they would never have eaten 


of the forbidden fruit. If Satan 
had said to Adam and Eve, “lI 
want to damn your souls. I want 
to bring hate, a curse on every 
child that will ever be born in the 
world! If you eat of this fruit, if 
you turn away from God, if you 
disobey Him and defy Him and 
disbelieve Him, it will mean eter- 
nal death for billions. It will 


mean the curse of physical death, 
the taint of disease, the sorrows 
of crime, divisions, strife, murder, 
adultery, lying, stealing, deceiving; 
if you take this step in sin, you 
are stepping toward eternal Hell 
and torment’—if Satan had said 
that, he would never have gotten 
Adam and Eve to eat of the for- 
bidden fruit. It is only by lying 
that Satan gets people to go his 
way toward death. Murder is his 
object, and the lie is his method. 
He is a murderer and a liar, Jesus 
said.

tonight? I am not concerned with 
a few things you do that you call 
good. Neither is God. And I am 
not concerned with some bad 
things you do or somebody says 


you do. How is your heart to- 
night? Are you a backslider in 
heart ? 


Consider, therefore, a few state- 
ments about the backslider. 


L. Only a Christian Can 
Backslide 


1. One who simply says he is a 
Christian cannot backslide. Many 
people say they are saved, but 
saying you are saved and being 
saved is not the same thing, is it? 
James says, . though a man 
say he hath faith, and have not 
works.” He did not say, “~ 
though a man hath faith and have 
not works.” A man like that is 
just kidding himself. 

What kind of shape is your 
heart in tonight? How long has 
it been since you told Jesus you 
loved Him? 

Only a Christian can backslide. 

2. Somebody who simply pro- 
fesses faith in Jesus Christ can- 
not backslide. Many people pro- 
fess faith in Jesus Christ. But 
professing and having are two 
different things. No, only a real, 
surg-enough Christian cap have a 
backslidden heart. 

And so it is important that we 
find out who a Christian is. What 
king of a person is a Christian? 
What kind of a person can allow 
his heart to get in the terrible 
condition, the Word of God de- 
scribes as a backslidden heart? 
This ig an important question. I 
want to cause you to think a little 
if I can. For a long time we have 
been trying to pretend that Chris- 
tianity has nothing to do with a 
man’s “thinker.” But it does! 
No man will ever be right with 
God until God can capture his mind. 
No man can repent unless his 
“thinker” is dealt with by the 
Spirit of God. We Christians are 
not going to get on blessing’s side 
and get where God can answer our 
prayers until we do some cold- 
blooded thinking about our spirit- 
ual condition before God Almighty. 

What kind of a person is a 
Christian anyhow? If you had 
ever been a chaplain in the army 
your heart would have been beaten 
blue by the things people say they 
depend upon to keep them out 
of Hell and take them to Glory! 
And if you were an evangelist 
going into every section of Amer- 
ica, into’ different kinds of 
churches, into small towns and 
cities,- everywhere dealing with 
people—-from the pulpit, over the 
radio, and One by one; if you could 
hear the pitiful excuses that people 
are depending on to keep them out 
of Hell and take them to Heaven, 
you would not think my questiont 
tonight quite as trite as it may 
first appear to be. What kind of a 
person is a Christian, anyway? 
Who can backslide? Nobody but 
a Christian. 


Il. What Kind of a Person Is 
a Christian? 

1. Well, first of all, a Christian 

is not one who has merely publicly 

professed his faith in Jesus Christ. 
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Many people publicly profess their 
faith in Christ and die and go to 
Hell. 

2. In the second place, a Chri- 
tian is not one who just thinks he 
will go to Heaven when he dies. 
Going up and down this country is 
a person called the Devil, and he 
is the arch deceiver of the ages. It 
is his business to deceive earnest, 
honest people about this business 
of salvation. There are, I doubt 
not, multitudes of earnest, honest 
people who may live lives more 
circumspect than anybody here to- 
night. But the fact that you live 
a good life is not sufficient 
evidence that you are a Christian. 
The moral code of heathenism is in 
some instances as high as that of 
Christianity. Back in the halycon 
days of Buddhism yonder in China 
the founders of it lived such ex- 
emplary lives as would put many 
of us to shame. No, a Christian 
ig not somebody who merely thinks 
he is saved. A Christian is some- 
body who is saved. 

3. In the third place, a Chris- 
tian is not just one who is trying 
to live a Christian life. Multi- 
tudes of unsaved people try to live 
the Christian life. That is the 
tragedy of churchanity today— 
people trying to live Christian 
lives without ever becoming Cris- 
tians. A man can reform and live 
a good life as far as you or I are 
concerned, but that does not make 
him a Christian. Nowhere in the 
Bible are we taught that an un- 
saved man cannot live a decent, 
upright, moral life. Man is not 
morally depraved of necessity. It 
is in the spiritual realm that man 
is totally depraved and hopelessly 
dead. An unsaved man does not 
have to cheat. An unsaved man 
does not have to steal. The .trouble 
with a sinner, I repeat, is not only 
that he is morally depraved. The 
trouble with a sinner is that he is 
spiritually dead. A Christian is 
not one who is trying to live a 
goog life. -Multitudeg of people 
who are not Christians at all live 
lives much higher, morally speak- 
ing, than some.Christians I know. 
What kind of person is a Christian 
anyhow ? 

4. In the fourth place, a Christian 
igs not just one who is working for 
God. Most folks think a Christian 
is somebody working for God. You 
go down a street of Chicago to- 
morrow and ask the first ten 
church members you meet, “Are 
you a Christian?” 

“Yes, I go to church.” “Oh, yes, 
I am a member of a church.” “Oh, 
yes, I teach a Sunday School 
class.” 

Walking down a street one day, 
a minister met a little girl. She 
said, “Say, are you a Christian ?” 

He answered, “I'd have you 
know that I’m a preacher!” 


“Well,” she said, “that’s all 
right; a preacher can be a Chris- 


tian, too!” 
I do not know of any law 
against a _preacher’s being a 


Christian; but, God help us, many 
are not. 

5. A Christian is not just one 
trying to do something for God. 
A Christian is one God has done 
something for. A Christian is not 
one who goes to church A 
Christian is not one who gives his 
money. A Christian is not one 
who sings in the choir. A Chris- 
tian is not one who preaches. A 
Christian is not one who teaches a 
Sunday School class. A Christian 
is one whom God Almighty has 
done something for. 


Appearance Does Not Iden- 
tify a Christian 

Hear me now. I do not know 
whether you are saved or not. I 
cannot tell by looking at you. 

The other day in a campaign I 
had been stressing the fact that 
we ought to greet the people as 
they came in, that the personal 
workers ought to say a word for 
Christ as people came and found 
their seats. There was not much 
response, but some began to re- 
spond. They would come early 
and try to win somebody to the 
Lord as the crowd was gathering. 
As I came in one night, an usher 
said, “A lot of lost people are here 
tonight.” 

“Where are they? 
to me.” 
| He said, “See that row of young

ladies sitting there?” 
“Yes,” I said. 
“They are all lost.” 
I said, “They are?

I said, “What are their names?”

He said, “I don’t know; I never 
saw them before.”

know they are lost, then?” 
He said, “I can tell by just look-

He said, “Sure.” 


Well, he is smarter than I. Some 
of them had some paint on their 
faces, and he said ‘Christians 
would not wear paint. I hope he 
is wrong. I know a lot of people 
who say they are Christians who 
do wear paint. 


I went over and said to those 


young ladies, “Barnard is my 
name.” They told me what their 
namés were. I said, “Are you 
saved?” 


They said, “Yes, thank God!” 

I didn’t say, “You are a liar.’ I 
cannot tell by looking. Are you 
saved? Who is a Christian, any- 
how? - What kind of a person is 
a Christian? What does God do 
for people that makes them Chris- 
tians? What hag happened in 
your life and heart? 

Ill. What Makes a Christian? 

May I mention briefly now five 
things that God does for a believ- 
ing sinner, which make him a 
Christian. 

1. A Christian is somebody who 
has been saved by Almighty God 
from Hell. 

I was holding a meeting years 
ago and a couple drove every other 
night 176 miles to hear me preach. 
They said they had never heard a 


preacher use the word Hell in the 


pulpit. A deacon in a- church 
which D. L. Moody attended as a 
boy was in that meeting and said 
I was the first preacher he had 
heard in forty years who used the 
word Hell in the pulpit. No wonder 
the first convert in that church 
during the meeting was the super- 
intendent of the Sunday School! 

Are you afraid of the word 
Hell? I tell you, Hell is a place 
where God punishes people for 
their sins. I tell you, Hell is 
God’s concentration camp where 
He confines helpless doomed and 
damned sinners for a long eternity 
to punish them for their sins. 
Every living person needs to be 
saved by God Himself from. the 
fires of eternal Hell. And a Chris- 
tian is not one who saves himself, 
but one who has been saved from 
Hell, through faith in the blood of 
Christ. 

2. In the second place, a Chris- 
tian is one who, has been saved 
from the filthiness of sin. Not 
only will sin bring its guilt and 
penalty and sentence you to Hell, 
but it will also get you dirty. And 
a Christian is one who has been 
made clean through the precious 
blood of Christ. 

3. In the third place, a Christian 
is ‘one who has been given a new 
power. If you are a Christian, 
God has given you power to over- 
come sin in your life. Do you be- 
lieve that? It is so! Do not go 
around with ‘a holier-than-thou at- 
titude toward a poor lost sinner 
when you see him out yonder in 
the hogpen. Remember that a 
lost sinner sins because he loves 
to sin. But ‘there is not alive on 
the face of the earth tonight a 
Christian who does not have with- 
in himself something which hates 
sin. A Christian should not love 
sin. A Christian should not get 
a kick out of sin. I am not judg- 
ing you personally, but, on the 
authority of God’s Word, if you 
can sin and not have it bring you 
anything but sorrow and unhappi- 
ness, you are not saved, 

But when God saves people He 
gives them a power and enables 
them to say no. Would you blame 
a hog for enjoying wallowing in 
the mudhole? No. But you would 
a sheep, wouldn’t you? Thank God 
for that Scripture, “There hath no 
temptation taken you but such as 
is common to man: But God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation 
also make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear it.” Oh, 
my friends, sin is so black for a 
Christidh! I was a pretty good 
soxt of fellow before ® was saved, 


‘hates sin. 


I thought. But about the best 
evidence that I am saved now is 
that I am becoming more consci- 
ous of my meaness all the time. 
Oh, things that to me are black 
now used to be all right. Hear me 
now! A Christian is one who, 
when temptation comes, has the 
power to say no. God says, “Let 
not sin therefore reign in your 
mortal body.” And He means 
exactly that. He provides us the 
power of the Holy Spirit in our 
bodies and hearts to say no. 


4. A Christian, in the fourth 
place, is one who has been given 
a new nature, one who used to 
love sin but now hates sin; one 
who used to hate righteousness 
but now loves righteousness. You, 
can put it down, my dear brother, 
that there is not a Christian alive 
on the face of the earth who does 
not want to do right. I did not 
say that he always does right; I 
said he wants to do right. Do you 
believe that? Oh, I wonder if you 
are depending on the fact that you 
live a pretty good life. I wonder 
if you are saved. 


A Christian Must Win Men 
to Christ 


As I go up and down America 
and cannot get God-professing 
people to pray, cannot get them to 
do personal work, cannot get them 
to live holy lives, cannot get them 
to weep for souls—I wonder if 
they have ever been regenerated 
by the power of God. I am not 
the judge. I go home at night 
many, many times and cannot 
sleep. I pray and weep and want 
to quit and nearly die. I tell you, 
it looks to me as if God ought to 
have some people up and down this 
country who love Him, who lbove 
righteousness, and who hate sin. 
Oh, if God Almighty were going to 
condemn me for living in a hogpen 
when I had a nature that loved 
sin——-that would be one thing. But 
God does not ask Christians to 
flee from sin because they love sin. 
Rather He asks them to seek after 
righteousness because they hate 
sin and love righteousness. God 
does not change sin; He changes 
the sinner. Not that sin loses its 
blackness, but that it no longer 
attracts the regenerated. I have 
seen God take a drugstore cowboy 
who talks about the girls as they 
pass and cracks dirty jokes—lI 
have seen God, in His infinite 
mercy and power, reach down and 
save a boy like that, put a new 
heart in him and make him actu- 
ally love the prayer meeting in- 
stead of the party. Do you mean 
that this business of being a 
Christian is a matter of God's 
people gritting their teeth and 
making up their minds that they 
will do a lot of things they do not 
want to do? Oh, no; God-gives us 
a heart that longs after Him and 
pants after righteousness and 
The only way we can 
get any joy or any happiness is 
when we are right with God and 
are in His service. I am glad that 
the picture of the New Jerusalem 
has twelve gates. And they are 
all open. There is not a lock on a 
gate in Glory. We who get there 
are not going to want to get out 
and go to some place of sin or 
pleasure. 


Has God ever given you ;. new 
nature? You may say, “I decided 
I didn’t want to go to Hell and I 
turned over a new leaf. I went 
down and told the preacher I had 
trusted Jesus.” I know—pbut has 
God worked a miracle in your 
heart? A Christian is one to 
whom God has given a new heart, 

5. In the last place, a Christian 
is one to whom God has given a 
new motive. I am talking about 
backsliding. Only a Christian can 
backslide. Nobody’s heart gets 
backslidden except the heart of a 
Christian. A Christian is one who 
has been saved from the penalty of 
sin, which is Hell. A Christian is 
one who has been saved from the 
filthiness and defilement of sin. 
A Christian is one who has been 
given a new power so he can say 
no to temptations and to the 
claims of the old man and the 
wiles of the Devil. 
is one who is given a new heart or 
a new nature, just like the nature 
of Jesus Christ, created in holiness. 
He loves the things of God. As 
the old-time preachers used to say, 
the things he used to love he now 


joys crowd out that love. 


A Christian. 


hate he now loves, All things are 
new, 


I repeat, the backslider, the 
person who can backslide, is a 
Christian, is one to whom God has 
given a new motive, The only 
way God has of reaching a lost 
sinner is through the motive of 
fear and the promise of reward. 
But when the love of God is shed 
abroad in your heart and when, ‘by 
the Holy Spirit, Jesus Christ is 
implanted in your life, you have 
something you never had before. 
You love Jesus, You are all wrong 
if you tell a lost sinner to love 
Jesus. He cannot. He hasn't any- 
thing to love Jesus with, But if 
by faith he becomes a child of God, 
he will love the Saviour. To such a 
one Jesus then comes along and 
says, “If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments.” You are living here 
in this metropolitan city, with the 
influence of Catholicism and false 
religion of every kind, with the 
sweep of modernism and worildli- 
ness immersing you in the breath 
of Hell itself; and God comes 
ee and says, “If you love me 

. . There is no use for Him to 
talk ‘to you on any other proposi- 
tion. You do just as much for 
Jesus as you love Him. If you 
loved Jesus as you ought, I would 
not have to beg you to come and 
pray. In a little while I am going 
to ask every one of you who will 
to promise to really give your- 
selves these days in the matter of 
personal work. I hope every one 
of you will respond. I do not 
know whether you will or not, but 
you will respond in proportion as 
you love Jesus. 


Jesus does not say, “If you are 
afraid I will send you to Hell, keep 
My commandments.” He does not 
say, “If you think it will help you 
to get to Heaven, keep My com- 
mandments.” He just comes to 
you and says, “If ye love me, keep 
My commandments,” 


Love of Christ Constrain- 
eth Us 


We turn to II Corinthians 5:14 
and find where the Scripture says, 
“The love of Christ constraineth 
us.” It does not say, “The love 
of Christ ought to constrain us.” 
Brother, it does costrain us: The 
Bible does not teach that love is 
the motive you ought to have. If 
you are saved, it is the motive 
you have. And I will say that 
every bit of service for the King 
that. you can get out of a Chris- 
tian comes from his love for Jes- 
sus. Oh, what a revival we could 
yet have in America if God's 
backslidden people who -ket a 
thousand things pour cold water 


on that pure motive of love that. 
God gave them when He saved 


them could someway come back 
te where they love Jesus! 

My little girl always, when I 
am home a little while and am 
going to leave; comes and says, 
“Daddy, why dont’ you get you a 
church so you won't have to be 
gone all the time?” And I weep. 
Somebody must go. Somebody 
must go up and down our land 
and call God’s people back to their 
first love. 


I wonder why we do not hve 
Jesus. It looks to me as if we 
would. I do not see why we have 
to beg God’s people to love Jesus. 
I am not talking about the church 
members out here raising hell; I 
am talking about the members of 
the church who are good, respect- 
able folks but who never win any- 
body to Christ, never ring any 
doorbelis for Jesus. Oh, they give 
a tenth of their money but they 
have plenty left. Now and then 
they go through their prayers. 
They say they love Jesus. Maybe 
they do; I do not know. But a 
backslider is one who used to love 
Jesus—and still loves Jesus a lit- 
tle—but has let other cares or 
Now 
he goes to church because he 
ought to. He gives a little money

because it is respectable . But God 
cannot bless a heart such as that, 

One time the Apostle Peter—I 
have always admired that guy! He 
said, “Lord, everybody else may 
take out on You, ‘but not me. 
I'll stay with You! I'll die for 


You!” He made a promise at 
least. He did not keep it, but he 
wanted to. It was not long until 


Peter was out there warming his 
hands by a fire. A little girl pop- 
ped up. The Lord has been taken 
inside you know; and it was not 
very popular around there to be 
a follower of Jesus, The little girl 


said, “Aren't you one of that 
gang?” 

_ “Oh, no, no—not me! You have 
me all wrong!”’. Jesus came out 


and looked at Peter, and it broke 
Peter’s heart. He went out and 
cried like a baby. 


I can see a little group of dis- 
ciples up in a room. They are 
scared to death; they think the 
soldiers are going to come and 
kill them next. The door is lock- 
ed. Peter is sitting over in one 
corner. A fellow knocks on the 
door and says, “I saw the Lord. 
He has been raised from the dead! 
He sent a special message to his 
disciples—and to Peter.” The 
next time I see Peter he is out 
fishing. and Jesus appears. He 
walks up to Peter and _ says, 
“Peter, do you love Me?” 

Do you know what was the mat- 
ter with Peter? Do you know 
why Peter cursed and swore and 
said that he never knew Jesus? 
I do. Something had happened to 
Peter’s personal devotion to 
Christ. Jesus said, “Do you love 
Me? Do you?” Peter’ denied 
Christ three times, and Jesus 
asked him that question three 
times. God help us down here in 
this twentieth century generation 
when Christianity is a joke, when 
the vast majority of preachers 
and church members, deacons, 
Sunday School workers, choir 
leaders, choir singers and other 
Christians leave to somebody else 
the holy task of winning the lost. 
I say to you that my Lord has 
somewhat against you. He surely 
would like for you to fall in love 
with Him again. 

And now this last word. 

IV. When Does a Christian 

Backslide? 

1. When he, having been made 
clean, gets dirty again and does 
not come day by day for forgive- 
ness and cleansing; when he can 
take the sins of the day to bed 
unforgiven and have a whole day 
spent out of fellowship with a holy 
God because of sin, he is back- 
slidden in his heart. And the on- 
ly remedy is to come daily, hour- 
ly, confessing and claiming the 
cleansing and forgiving power of 
the blood. 

2.. A Christian is backslidden 
when he ceases to say no to the 
claims of the world that hated 
Christ and hates Him still, when 
he yields to the demands of the 
flesh with its enmity toward God. 
The only remedy is to knock him 
in.the head every time he comes 


up. 


3 A Christian is backslidden | 


when he refuses to daily renew 
the inner man, the new nature, to 
feed it, and let it develop. 

4. A Christian is backslidden 
when he begins to lose his love for 
‘the Saviour. When the love of 
Jesus who died for your sins no 
longer pulls you and constrains 
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you, you are getting away from 
God. You had better tome back. 


When I was a student in the 
seminary years ago, I heard Dr. 
Dodd, pastor at Shreveport, Louis- 
iana, tell this story. A few years 
before that time Dr. Dodd was in 
an automobile accident and was 
seriously hurt. For many weeks 
he lay at the point of death. A 
great deal of prayer went up in 
his behalf. He was a great preach- 
er, a godly man. Then the crisis 
was past and for several weeks he 
convalesced in a hospital. One 
day when he was almost well the 
nurse was out of the room and 
everybody else was gone. He was 
lying there on the bed resting. 
There came a timid knock at the 
door which was half ajar. Dr. 
Dodd said, “Come in.” In walked 
a little boy about nine or ten 
years old. He was as clean as he 
could be, though his clothes were 
kind of ragged. Clutched in his 
right hand was a little bunch of 
flowers. The little boy was hold- 
ing them so tightly that he had 
almost crushed the juice out of 
them. They were already begin- 
ning to wither. The little fellow 
marched up to the bed, said Dr. 
Dodd, held out his little fist with 
the flowers and said, “Dr. Dodd, 
my mother sent me to give you 
these flowers because we love you 
because you have done so much 
for us.” 


Dr. Dodd said, “I chatted with 
the little boy and cried a little. 
After he had gone, I held those 


flowers in my hand and cried. 
Then suddenly I remembered who 
the little fellow was. I had not 
let him know I didn’t remember 
him. I was ashamed of it. But 4 
week or two. before I was struck 
down by that automobile I was 
walking along our city’s main 
Street. It was cold. I heard a 
little boy say, ‘Paper, Mister? Pa- 
per,. Mister?’ His teeth were 
chattering as he stood shivering 
on the street corner selling papers. 
I walked over and talked to him. 
He did not have on any coat and 
did not have on any undershirt. 
It was zero weather. I heard his 
story. His mother was a widow 
and was sick. They lived in a 
little shack—he and his mother 
and a little sister and brother 
younger than himself. The mother 
washed for a living, but had been 
sick quite a while. Nobody had 
been about her. Nobody knew 
about it; if they did, they did not 
care. The little boy was trying 
to sell some papers. They did not 


have anything in the house to 
eat, nor any coal. They did not 
have enough cover. After a 


while, with the hand of the little 
boy in my hand we were going 
down the alley. We came to the 
little house. I looked it over. Di- 
rectly I left, and I phoned the 
coal man. He sent some coal. I 
phoned the president of our wom- 
en's society and told her to take 
some quilts and some medicine. I 
phoned the doctor, and he went. 
A fire was built. Some cover was 


brought. The children were 
cleaned up. A good meal was 
cooked.” 


“The next day I went back and 


there was a fire in 
cover on the bea. 


the stove. 
The mother was 


now nearly well. The little chil- 
dren had their stomachs full. 
Their eyes glistened again. I went 
my way. 


“When I got hurt of course [{ 
had forgotten about it and here 
this little boy came to bring some 
violets. He said, ‘Dr. Dodd, my 
mother sent me to give you these 
violets. We want you to have 
them because we love you because 
you have done so much for us.’ 
I held those violets in my hand 
and then began to cry. I closed 
my eyes again and said, ‘O blessed 
Lord, I want to offer myself again 
to You. I want You to have me 
because I love You because 
You've done so much for me'"’”

the safety of others. Messages 
come from the heart aflame from 
much prayer and much waiting on 
God and mediation of the holy 
Word. The minister preaches in 
power and pleads for souls. He 
gives an invitation for those who 
are seeking the Lord, to come, and 
they stream down the aisles, kneel, 
repent and accept Christ, confess 
Him openly as their Saviour and 
Lord, as He hath said, “Whosoever 
therefore shall confess me before 
men, him will I confess also beiore 
my. Father which is in Heaven.” 

Truly, there is nothing on earth 
like a great oulpouring of the 
Spirit of God in a real revival. 
Truly, there is nothing like Chris- 
tians getting back to their first 
love and sinners finding Christ as 
their personal Saviour and being 
born again, being snatched from 
the flames of Hell, made sons of 
God, heirs of God and joint-heirs 
with the Lord Jesus Christ, with 
the assurance of Heaven in their 
souls and a new light on their 
faces, reading the Word and pray- 
ing, attending regularly God's 
house and seeking the souls of the 
lost for Jesus. Yes, there is 
nothing on earth so wonderful as 
a real revival. 


God Wants to Give His Peo- 

ple Continual Revival 

Coldness and deadness in our 
hearts and in the churches is 
certainly not the will of God. It is 
not His will that any should perish. 
Therefore, when souls are perish- 
ing becaues of a _  backslidden 
church and a backslidden heart, it 
is not the will of God. Oh, my 
Christian friends, it is a solemn 
thing to realize that if we, as in- 
dividuals, are on fire for God, souls 
will be saved; but if we are not 
on fire for God, souls will be 
damned. We are guilty of stand- 
ing in the way of precious souls, 
and they go to Hell because we are 
not revived. So it is with churches. 
A warm, live spiritual church will 
be a soul-winning church... But a 
dead, cold, backslidden, frozen 
church will be a. church where 
souls will not come and therefore 
will perish and go to Hell. It is 
not the will of God that any should 
perish, but that al] should come to 
repentence. 

Revivals in the New Tes- 

tament 

God raises up men.that He par- 
ticularly uses for revival. They 
are called evangelists and that is 
their main business in life as we 
read in Ephesians 4:11. When 
Jesus went back to Heaven, He 
gave some, EVANGELISTS, and 
throughout the period of the Chris- 
tian Church, God has raised up 
men with their hearts on fire to 
call decadent, backslidden, im- 
potent and failing church to rise 
and do the work of the Lord in the 
power and strength of the Lord. 

The Revival Under John the 

Baptist 

In Matthew 3:1-5, we read of the 
great revival God gave when He 
raised up John the Baptist. We 
read, 

“In those days came John the 
Baptist, preaching in the wilder- 
ness of Judea, And saying, Repent 
ye: for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand. For,this is he that was 
spoken of by the prophet Esaias, 
saying, The voice of one crying in 
the wilderness, Prepare ye the way 
of the Lord, make his paths 
straight. And the same John had 
his raiment of camel's hair, and a 
Jeathern girdle about his loins; and 
his meat was locusts and wild 
honey.” 

Note in the next verse the great 
blessing, how the peoplé were set 
on fire, and how they attended. 

“Then went out to him Jerusa- 
Jem, and all Judea, and all the 
region round about Jordan, And 
were baptized of him in Jordan, 
confessing their sins.” 

My friends, there is a picture of 
a great revival,. God raises up a 
man, There was a man, we read, 
sent from God whose name was 
John, God filled him with the 
Holy Spirit. He was a holy man, 
a man separated to God, a man 
who lived in the wilderness alone 
with God, filling his sou] with the 
presence and glory of God. And 
he suddenly burst forth before the 
people and began to preach, and 


the people were attracted to him 
as they always are in a great re- 
vival, and to the real revival fire 
when a man is set on fire of God. 
They went out from all the 
country round about, gathering to- 
gether where he was preaching, 
and confessed their sins. This is a 
real revival. 

Revival Under the Lord Jesus 

In Matthew 4:23-25; 

“And Jesus went about all Gali- 
lee, teaching in their synagogues, 
and preaching the gospe] of the 
xingdom, and healing all manner 
of sickness and all manner of 
disease among the people. And 
his fame went throughout all 
Syria: “ | Notice; when a revival 
breaks out it attracts people all 
round about.J and they brought 
unto him al] sick people that were 
taken with divers diseases and 
torments, and those which were 
possessed with devils, and those 
which were lunatick, and those 
that had the palsy; and he healed 
them.” 


Now, notice my friends, that 
when God raises up a man for re- 
vival the multitudes are attracted 
with their hungry hearts, hungry 
for God, hungry to hear from 
Heaven, in their great need, know- 
ing that God is the only answer, 
Suv we read in verse 25, 

“And there followed him great 
multitudes of people from Galilee, 
and from Decapolis, and from 
Jerusalem, and from Judea, and 
trom beyond Jordan.” 

Someone will say, ‘Well, Brother 
Hendley, that’s the Son of God, 
Himself.”” Yes, that is true. And 
if you will turn to John 14:12, you 
will reaqd (Jesus saying,) “Verily, 
verily, 1 say unto you, He that 
believeth on me, the works that I 
do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shall he do; be- 
cause I go unto my Father.” 
Notice, it is promised that those 
who believe on Him shall do great- 


er works than He did. And that 
means, of course, greater in 
quantity, not in quality, for no 


one could do greater works than 
Jesus did, as to their value and 
power and miraculous element. 
But, we can do more works than 
Jesus did for we have the Holy 
Spirit with us and a longer period 
of time, and He wants to give us 
more fruit than even He had on 
this earth. Goq help us to claim 
it in great revival; ‘greater works 
than He did.’ He wants to give 
revival in my community and in 
your community just exactly as 
we read there in Palestine in the 
days when He trod on this earth. 
Even a greater revival, He says, 
‘For even greater works than these 
shall ye do, for I go back to my 
Father!’ God help us to claim 
these glorious promises by faith! 
Revival Under the Seventy 
Disciples 

In Luke 10 we read of another 
great revival; 

“After these things the Lord ap- 
pointed other seventy also, and 
sent them two and two before his 
face into every city and place, 
whither he himself™’would come. 
Therefore said he unto them, The 
harvest truly is great but the 
labourers are few: pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
he would send forth labourers into 
his harvest. Go your ways... 
And into whatsoever city ye enfer 

. heal the sick . . and say 
unto them, The kingdom of God is 
come nigh unto you.” 


So We read that the seventy 
went forth. And in verse 17 we 
read, 


“And the seventy returned again 
with joy, saying, Lord, even the 
devils are subject unto us through 
thy name.” 

Isn’t that wonderful! They 
went forth with great revival: the 
demons were subject to them, they 
had power over the other world. 
Power to cast out demons and 
to deliver men from all the afflic- 
tions of the Devil—that is a real 
revival. And they were rejoicing 
in it, filled with joy because God's 
mighty power was operating 
through them to the liberation of 
people from the condemnation of 
the Devil and the afflictions of the 
Devil. Then Jesus said in verse 
18, “I beheld Satan ag lightning 
fall from heaven.” So great was 
the onslaught of the seventy 


al 


against the powers of the Devil 
and delivering men that Satan had 
to come down personally to super- 
intend the defending of his king- 
dom. His emissaries were being 
beaten back. His servants were 
being whipped in the great unseen 
battle. God’s power Wag oOver- 
coming the Devil’s power, so he 
had to come down to superintend 
the defense. Then Jesus said in 
verse 19, “Behold, I give unto you 
power to tread on serpents and 
scorpions, and over all the power 
of the enemy: and nothing shall 
by any means hurt you.’ Is'nt 
that wonderful! And that power 
Jesus still gives us today: power 
over the Devil to set sinners free; 
power to. set those free who have 
been bound by Satan, in order that 
they might be saved. Notice that 
He gives us power over all the 
power of the enemy. If we go in 
Hiis strength, the Devil can’t hurt 
us. Wicked men cannot hurt us. 
ithe powers of sin cannot hurt us 
and we will conquer and overcome 
through the power the Lord Jesus 
gives us. He says to, “Go.” God 
help us to claim this power today 
and see it operating in our com- 
munities and homes, to save our 
husbands, wives, children and com- 
munity from the awful inroads of 
the Devil and sin and worldliness 
and Hell! 
Revival At Pentecost 

In Acts the second chapter we 
read, “And when the day of Pente- 
cost was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place.” 
Notice the unity of the believers; 
they were of “one accord.” One 
of our great preachers has said 
that he had never been able to 
have a revival in a place where 
there was disunity. Whenever you 
go into a church or among any 
group of Christians and they are 
separated by divisions and factions, 
it is impossible to have a real Holy 
Spirit revival. Revivals come when 
people are unified. We read, “And 
suddenly there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting. And 
there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it 
sat upon each of them. And they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” What is the result of 
their being filled with the Holy 
Ghost? It Is always to speak, to 
speak out for God because the 
Spirit gives utterance. So we 
read that they “began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” 

And what was the subject of 
their speaking? Verse 11 tells us, 
“We do hear them speak in our 
tongues the wonderful] works of 
God.” God’s wonderful - works! 
God becomes real in the time of 
revival, becomes real to the Chris- 
tian heart filled with the Spirit of 
God, together in unity, waiting on 
Him, and they began to speak to 
witness for Him. Then what is 
the result? Everybody is amazed 
and attracted to them. We read in 
verse 12, “And they were all amaz- 
ed,’’ and they said to one another, 
“What meaneth this?” And when 
the saints were unified, waiting on 
the Lord, filled with the Spirit and 
began to speak with power the 
wonderful works of God, there was 
conviction on the part of the un- 
saved. Verse 37 says, ‘““They were 
pricked in their heart, and said, 

. . Men and brethren, what shal] 
we do?” When the church gets 
on fire for God, filled with the 
Holy Ghost and begins to witness 
for the Lord in earnestness and 
zeal and in the power of the Holy 
Ghost, the result is that sinners 
ery out, “What must we do?” 
They want the thing that Chris- 
tians have. But if Christians have 
backslidden, are cold, indifferent, 
unconcerned; are living like the 
world, then the unsaved do not 
want what they have. 

Oh, Christian friend, let us not 
say we are filled with the Spirit of 
God if nobody is crying out, “What 
shall we do to become like you, a 
saved soul?” You remember the 
results of that great revival: three 
thousand souls met the Lord. 
Verse 41 says, “Then they that 
gladly received his word were 
baptized: and the same day there 
were added unto them about three 
thousand souls.” Then what was 
the result of that? These new 
converts “continued steadfastly.” 
They kept on with the Lord, and 
for the Lord. They did not stop in 


the revival. The revival continued. 
These people continued to listen 
to the Word of God, to study the 
Word and hear their preachers. 


So we read, “They continued 
steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine.” They continued in 


fellowship one with another. They 
didn’t go to worldly places. They 
stayed with one another in prayer. 
And that is what we need today. 

It is saiq of the early Methodists 
that they prayed so much that 
when one of our great preachers 
said, “Who art the Methodists?” 
and the reply was given, “Why, 
they are the people who pray all 
the time,” he said, “Show them to 
me, I want to be with a group of 
people like that!” 

They continued in the breaking 
of bread, and in prayers. And the 
result was that “fear came upon 
every soul,’”’ that is, the souls of 
the unsaved, and wonders and 
signs were done by God's preachers 
in those days. All the believers 
had all things in common, were 
happy in the Lord, were ‘praising 
God, and having favour with all 
the people.” Oh, there are so 
many churches who have no favor 
with our people! When a few 
get on fire for God and invite 
the unsaved, they cannot get them 
out because the churches have no 
favor with the people. But here 
is a church in favor with the peo- 
ple and in a continual revival, for 
“the Lord was adding to the 
church daily such as should be 
saved.” That is the literal word. 
Oh, beloved, this is the picture of 
an ideal church! On fire for God! 
In a constant revival; not a revival 
for eight or ten days or two weeks, 
or three weeks, or even a month, 
but continual revival! That is 
what God wants. That verse 47 
should be the continual condition 
of every one of our churches. 
Those of us who are believers 
should be among those, with the 
Lord, adding daily such as should 
be saved. 

Let us not think for a single 
moment that the present, cold, 
worldly, indifferent church is the 
will of God. That is a lie. Itisa 
lie propragated by the Devil, and 
it lulls the church to sleep in 
worldliness, insecurity and in sin. 
Lest someone should say, “Oh, that 
was the day of Penecost two thou- 
sand years ago,” 1 say, Let us not 
forget that we are living in the 
dispensation of the Holy Spirit. 
He is. still here. He is the One 
who brought that to pass in a 
church that got right with Him. 
And He will do it also today 
wherever a group of believers will 
get right, claim Him, and go out 
and act in the power of the Holy 
Ghost. Instead of Pentecost be- 
ing the abnormal condition of the 
church, it should be the normal 
condition of the church. Spirit- 
filled, aflame with the evangel of 
God! In fellowship one with 
another, and the presence of God 
so real that cities are shaken, souls 
are snatched out of the flames of 
an eternal Hell! The Holy Spirit 
is still here! The trouble, my 
friends, is not with God; the 
trouble igs with us. Sin, worldli- 
ness, indifference and coldness have 
Swept over our souls and we need 
to take hold of ourselves violently, 
call upon. the name of the Lord, 
until God visits us again with 
great revival. He will do it! 

Revival Under Peter and John 

We read in Acts, the third chap- 
ter, of a great revival under Peter 
and John: “Now Peter and John 
went up together into the temple 
at the hour of prayer, being the 
ninth hour. And a certain man 
lame from his mother’s womb was 
carried, whom they laid daily at 
the gate of the temple which is 
called Beautiful, to. ask alms of 
them that entered into the temple; 
Who seeing Peter and John about 
to go into the temple asked an 
alms.” Thig man asked alms of 
Peter and John, and Peter raised 
him from his lameness and he was 
completely healed.. We read that 
“he leaping up stood, and walked, 


and entered with them into the. 


temple, walking, and leaping, and 
praising God.” What was the re- 
sult? “And all the people saw 
him walking and praising God: 
And they knew that it was he 
which sat for alms at the Beau- 
tiful gate of the temple: and they 
were filled with wonder and 
amazement at that which had 
happened unto him. And as the

lame man which wag healed held 
Peter and John, (Theré ig a very 
tender word. He woukd not jet 
them go. They had healed him. 
He had been lame all his life. 
Now he did not want his deliverers 
to get away ,from him.] all the 
people ran together unto them in 
the porch that is called Solomon's, 
greatly wondering.” Then Peter 
had an audience to whom to preach 
the Word of God! There was a 
great revival and great blessing 
and souls were saved. He called 
on the people to repent, be con- 
verted, that their sins might be 


blotted out. He preached to them 
Jesus, and many of them were 
saved. | 


The Revival Under Philip 

In Acts 8:5-8, we read of a great 
revival under God’s (evangelist, 
Philip, a man whom He raised up. 
We read that Philip went down to 
the city of Samaria and preached 
Christ unto them, and the people 
with one accord gave heed unto 
those things which Philip spake. 
When God sends forth a messenger 
with authority from God, the 
people know he is from God. The 
people know when they are getting 
the truth. They know when the 
voice is directly from God. They 
know sincere men when they see 
them. They know God’s man when 
he is raised up. So we read that 
they were hearing and seeing the 
miracles which Philip did. Un- 
clean spirits, crying with a loud 
voice, came out of many. Many 
taken with the palsies, and many 
that were lame were healed. We 
read that there was great JOY in 
that city. 

Oh, beloved, JOY is always the 
result of a great revival! Great 
joy comes to the human heart. 
There comes joy to the people 
who were once backslidden and 
cold and away from God, when 
they come back into touch with 
Him. There is joy in the sinner’s 
heart when he learns that his sins 
have been forgiven, that he is 
saved from Hell, becomes a child 
of God and goes on his way to 
Heaven. There is jdy in the 
Church, and joy in the city; and 
the more that are converted, the 
greater the joy. This was a great 
revival when the people ‘came 
together to hear God’s man, filled 
with God’s Spirit, bringing God's 
Word. I want to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that this is a post- 
apostolic revival, a revival after 
Pentecost.

Characteristics of These New 
Testament Revivals 

Seven characteristics of New 
Testament revivals: 

1. A God-sent man. This is the 
main characteristic in every case; 
a man, a man filled with the Spirit 
of God, a man with God’s seal 
upon him, a man with revival fires 
in his bones, a man crying out 
against the sins of the people and 
bringing God’s Word to bear upon 
‘the lives of the people, a man 
recognized as a man sent from 
God—a flaming evangelist to turn 
the people to the Lord. 

2. Unity, The Unity of God's 
People. We read that they were 
of one accord, in one place at 
Pentecost. .That is a necessity for 
great revival. ‘ 

3 Prayer. The people waited on 
the Lord, continued in prayer until 
the Spirit of God came upon them 
and moved them out. 

4. Confession and Forsaking of 
Sin. They came to John confess- 
ing their sins. We read that at 
Paul’s great reviva} @*& Hphesus

Then they 
were convicted as the message of 
God came through the prophet of 
God. John also had his disciples 
who doubtless went before him and 
helped in the handling of the 
crowds in the attraction of his 
great meetings. 
Jesus’ Methods | 

In the case of Jesus, as in 
Matthew 4:23-25, His method of 
attracting the people was to go 
into the synogogue and_ there 
preach and heal all manner of 
sickness and diseases. When He 
healed sick people, cast out 
demons, raised the dead, it attract- 
ed the people together and He 
preached the gospe] to them, using 
miracles not only.to relieve human 
suffering, but to attract the multi- 
tudes to hear the Word of God. 
Jesus certainly substantiated the 
work of His servants today in us- 
ing every reasonable method of 
getting the multitudes together 
to hear the Word of God. He was 
a Sensationalist. If one came out 
on the streets of your city and 
healed a sick man, or cast out a 
demon, or raised the dead, certain- 
ly the multitudes would be attract- 
ed to Him. We even read of Jesus 
rebuking the multitudes because 
they flocked together—some of 
them just to be fed—and they 
would not go on in the Word of 
God which they gave unto them. 
Jesus was a Sensationalist in that 
He appealed to the mind, the con- 
sciousness, the intelligence of the 
people, to preach the Word to 


Peter and John, we read that they 
went up into the temple at the 
hour of prayer. They were wise. 
They went where the people were 
gathered together, to attract them 
and to reach them. And there God 
used them and a great miracle that 
gathered the people together in 
great multitudes, with the result 
that many of them were saved. 
We learn from this that we ought 
to go where the people are gather- 
ed together and try to attract their 
attention to the gospel of the Son 
of God. So preaching in the parks 
by Christians, and using all sort 
of means where people gather 
together to attract them for re- 
vival, has the sanction of the New 
Testament, the Word of God. 


Philip’s Methods | 

In Acts 8, under Philip we read 
that he used miracles, the miracle- 
working power God had given him 
to attract the people together. 
Certainly this gives us the right to 
use, yea, the duty to use every 
means that is reasonable and clean 
and agreeable with the Holy 
Ghost to gather the people to- 
gether for the Word of God. 

In the tenth chapter of Acts, let 
us notice that that revival broke 
out in the house of Cornelius. 
Peter was sent by the Spirit of 
God to a certain House. There a 
group of people had gathered to- 
gether and he brought the Word 
to them. We should go up and 
down the streets and in the homes 
with the Word of God. Here we 
have certainly the right given. to 


‘them, Our blessed Lord Jesus|us to go into the homes with the 


place to sound ‘out the Word of 
God. Many of our great preachers 
preached in the field to multitudes 
of people when they were for- 
bidden to preach elsewhere. So, we 
read in all these accounts that they 
preached on the streets, as Peter 
and John about to go into the 
temple. They preached in the 
wilderness, as in the case of John 
the Baptist. They preached in 
schools, as Paul did in the school 
of Tyrannus. They preached in 
the homes, as Peter did in the 
house of Cornelius. They preached 
ANYWHERE AND EVERY- 
WHERE that they could get an 
audience to listen to the Word of 
God and the gospel of salvation! 
So should we today, use every 
means possible, in every place 
possible, to reach every soul pos- 
sible, and win that soul to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


tion that was indecent sometime 
ago now seems, to the brain which 
is beginning to be stupefied by a 
very small amount of alcohol, to 
be very reasonable. The man who 
drinks would commit adultery un- 
der the influence of liquor when 
he would not commit the same 
sin sober. The girl who drinks 
will permit familiarities and enter 
into sin that would make her shud- 
der if she were sober. The higher 
brain centers that control moral 
sense and responsibility are dead- 
ened first by alcohol. 

Then muscular control begins to 
slacken. A man cannot see ac- 
curately. Tests show that a man 
with two glasses of beer is not 
nearly as good a marksmen with 
a rifle as before he drank. The 
man with two or thtee glasses of 
beer in his stomach begins to be 
a very unsafe driver. He may

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feel that he drives better, but ac- 
tually he drives much worse. He 


has no sense of danger, no sense 
of moral responsibility, but his 
foot is slower on the pedal and 
his hand is slower on the steer- 


ing wheel. 

Next, alcohol may deaden the 
brain enough to bring unconscious- 
ness and the man is dead drunk. 
Or if he had a little more alcohol, 
he has enough to deaden the in- 
voluntary muscular reactions of 
the body. A certain percentage 
of alcohol in the blood stupefies 
the nerve centers’ that 
breathing; the drunk stops breath- 
ing and dies. 

But many a man or woman only 
drinks moderately for years. Many 
drink who have never been drunk. 
Are such people to deny them- 
selves what pleasure they get out 
of drinking, even though they do 
not lose control of themselves as 
some others do and become drunk- 
ards? But the answer is not as 
simple at that If it takes eight 
giasses of beer to make a man 
drunk (and it takes less than that 
for some people) then the man 
who has one glass is one-eighth 
drunk. The man who has two 
glasses is one-fourth drunk. And 
no man one-fourth drunk is safe 
as an engineer of a passenger 
train, safe to drive an automobile 
down the road, or safe to handle 
a steam shovel or a drill press or 

welding torch. No girl who is 
Pecourt drunk is safe in the 

esence of sex temptation. The 
man who would not gamble with- 
out drinking, will gamble when he 
is one-fourth drunk. And the man 
who never intended to take more 
than two glasses of beer can be 
tempted t6 take more when he is 
already one-fourth drunk! 

You see, one lie is not as bad 
as eight lies, but it is still a lie! 
And a man with one glass of beer 
in his system may not be in as 
great a danger as the man with 
eight glasses of beer in his system, 
but he is still drunk enough to 
kill somebody with his car, drunk 
enough to say things he would 
not say if he were sober, drunk 
enough to make the wrong de- 
cisions, drunk enough to take an- 
other drink if the temptation 
comes strongly. Wine is still a 
mocker, strong drink is raging; 
and whosoever is deceived there- 
by is not wise, as the Scripture 
plainly says (Prov. 20:1). 

No doubt Lot was a moderate 
drinker for many years down in 
Sodom. TInly when calamity 
came, his wife turned to a pillar 
of salt, his married daughters 
burned to death in Sodom, his 
property all destroyed, did Lot 
succumb to temptation. His 
worldly daughters then could get 
him drunk. But the only people 
who ever become drunkards are 
the moderate drinkers. So, as 
the nineteenth chapter of Genesis 
tells us. Lot, the moderate drinker, 
became Lot the drunkard, and 
was guilty of incest with his own 
daughters and brought upon him- 
self unspeakable shame. 


And besides the danger to the 
one who drinks, there is the hor- 
rible danger to his loved. ones. 
Many a man kept whiskey in his 
home and drank a moderate toddy 
daily without many immediate bad 
effects. But such men often find 
their sons turn out to be drunk- 
ards. They do not have the pro- 
tection of strong convictions 
against drink, and the example 
of their fathers leads them into 
the clutches of this terrible temp- 
tation. 

You do not think you are like- 
ly to become a drunkard? ~ Let me 
ask you, Do you suppose any man 
Or woman in the world ever ex- 
pected to become a drunkard? 
No, “Wine is a mocker.” It is de- 
ceiving. If Satan told anybody, 
“l am going to make you into a 
drunkard, with the loss of all that 
life holds dear; I will take away 
your power to hold a job, take 
away the love of your wife, take 
away the respect of your children, 
take away your means of support, 
take away your health; I will 
cause you to be buried in a pau- 
per's grave and wake up in a 
drunkard’s Hell,”—I say, if Satan 
told anybody that, he could never 
get them to drink. So I beg you

Il. The End of Sex Sin 
Proverbs 5:3-5 is a_ startling 

Scripture. Hew well it portrays 
the deceitfulness of sin and the 
bitter end of it! 

“For the lips of a strange 
woman drop as an honeycomb, 
and her mouth is smoother 
than oil: But her end is bitter 
as wormwood, sharp as a two- 
edged sword. Her feet go 
down to death; her steps take 
hold on hell.” 

The Bible here plainly recog- 
nizes the fascination of a fallen 
woman. Her lips “drop as an hon- 
eycomb, and her mouth is smooth- 
er than oil.” The woman who 
goes into sin may be young. She 
may be beautiful. Her smile is 
friendly, her lips are soft, her 
body stirs the blood. Is not sex 
desire a natural desire, after all? 
But before you go into sin, re- 
member—it has to end some- 
where! And here is the way the 
Bible says a fallen woman ends: 
“Her end is bitter as wormwood, 
sharp as a two-edged sword. Her 
feet go down to death: her steps 
take hold on hell.” The same 
warning is repeated in Proverbs 
7:25-27. There the Scripture says: 

“Let not thine heart decline 
to her ways, go not astray in 
her paths. For she hath cast 
down many wounded: yea, 
many strong men have been 
slain by her. Her house is 
the way to hell, going down 
to the chambers of death.” 
How fair and plain is God's 

warning! The fallen woman has 
cast down many wounded. Many 
Strong men have been slain by 
her. Her house is the way to 
Hell! So God's Word plainly 
teaches. And the bitter experi- 
ence of millions proves that the 
Word of God is true. 

There is always an attraction 
about forbidden fruit. That is part 
of the sinful, perverted, fallen na- 
ture of wicked mankind. So Pro- 
verbs 9:17 says about the fallen 
woman and about the forbidden 
pleasures: “Stolen waters are 
sweet, and bread eaten in secret 
is pleasant.” That is quoted from 
the mouth of the fallen woman; 
but God answers back in Proverbs 
9:18, “But he knoweth not that 
the dead are there; and that her 
guests are in the depths of hell.” 

Sinner, before you try the lips 
of the harlot, before you enjoy 
her embrace, remember that her 
end is bitter as wormwood, sharp 
as the twoedged sword. Remem- 
ber that her feet go down to death, 
and her steps take hold on Hell! 
Remember that her guests are in 
the. depths of Hell. 

In Fort Worth, Texas. a man 
called me to come to see him in 
his hotel room. “I am about to go 
to Hell!” he said. It was eleven 
c’clock at night, but I went. I 
found him half dressed, with a 
pint of liquor beside him, and a 
gun under his pillow. Lust had 
brought the ruin of everything 
dear. He had wasted the inheri- 
tance left him by his father, wast- 
ed it with evil women. «He had 
broken the heart of the beautiful 
girl who married him, and she 
had now left him. He had lost 
his job over drink and wicked 
women. Now his body was pos- 
sessed by a horrible disease so 
that the family physician refused 
him the privilege of a good-bye 
kiss for his own six-year-old boy 
whom he would see no more! So 
he made one last date with a har- 
lot to meet him at midnight, 
planned to drink the booze, then 
blow his brains out! Does any 
sensible man want to come to an 
end like that? What a fool a man 
is to trifle with sin before stop- 
ping and checking up on how it 
will end! Sex sin ends in broken 
hearts, ruined homes, defiled 
bodies, a curse on children yet un- 
born, in premature death and then 
in Hell! 

Years ago my wife and I went 
to a hospital to visit a girl. She 
was only fifteen years old. She 
came from a good family. In the 
hospital we talked with this fif- 
teen-year-old girl, with an attrac- 
tive face and form and beautiful 
red hair. She was bitter, disillu- 
sioned, hopeless. As we waited in 
the hospital room, the. nurse 


brought the fifteen-year-old her 
little illegitimate baby to nurse. 
She put a towel over her face at 
once. She had never seen her 
baby. She swore she never would 
see it, never would look upon it. 
She hated the baby because the 
baby was the brand and mark and 
proof and outcome of her sin. 


Does any girl in the world want 
to turn out like that? Dear girl, 
if you knew that that was at the 
end of the road, would you go into 
sin? Would you dally with temp- 
tation in necking and petting and 
the lewd movie and the indecencies 
permitted on the dance floor? 
Would you? If you knew it would 
end up with an illegitimate baby, 
a broken heart, a ruined name, 
and the wreck of your hopes for 
a happy marriage and a happy 
home, would you go on and trifle 
with sex sin? In Jesus’ name, 
I beg you, consider how it will end 
before you go on in such sin. Re- 
member that the Bible says, “Her 
end is bitter as wormwood, sharp 
as a twoedged sword.”

Money 

Everybody needs money. Money 
buys food, buys necessary cloth- 
ing, buys shelter. .

We should be content with food 
and raiment. Covetousness is a 
great sin. People who want to be 
rich fall into. temptation and a 
snare and lead people to Hell. 
The love of money is the root of 
all evil. Instead of the root, the 
Scripture would be better trans- 
lated to read, “For the love of 
money is a root of all evil.” And 
those who are covetous err from 
the faith, find themselves back- 
Slidden from God, and pierce 
themselves through with many 
sorrows. So says the Word of 
God! - 

Every kind of sin in the world 
may be committed by one who is 
covetous. For love of money, a 
man will steal. For love of money, 
a man will sell liquor that damns 
people, body and soul. For love 
of money, a girl will sell her body 
and virtue. For love of money, 
Lot moved down into Sodom, lead- 
ing to his own moral breakdown, 
and leading to the eternal damna- 
tion of his children. Covetousness 
is a terrible sin. Reader, you had 
better see where covetousness ends 
before you let this horrible Sin 
enslave your soul, before you be- 
gin. to make money-making first 
in your life. 


Jeremiah 17:11 says, “As the 
partridge sitteth on eggs, and 
hatcheth them not; so he- that 


getteth riches, and not by right, 
shall leave them in the midst of 
his days, and at his end shall be 
a fool.” 

The man who gets riches and 
not by right, will die and leave 
them, “and at his end shall be a 
fool.” 

“Basy come, easy go,” is a pro- 
verb about making money. -“A 
fool and his money are soon part- 
ed,”” says another. The man who 
makes money wrongly cannot 
keep it. It proves a curse while 
he has it. And after all, he dies 
and leaves it. “And at his end 
shall be a fool.” 

Covetousness is wrong, even if 
one makes money honestly. The 
gambler, the confidence man, the 
cheat, may get money wrongfully 
and lose it quicker. But even the 
man who earns money honestly, 


if he saves it, multiplies it, 
depends upon it if he loves 
it, finds that he mes the 


slave of money. Money-making 
itself is a very poor aim in life. 
“But they that will be rich fall 
into temptation and a snare, and 
into many foolish and _ hurtful 
lusts, which drown men in de- 
struction and perdition,” so says 


I Timothy 6:9. Some who coveted 
after money “have erred from the 
faith, and pierced themselves 
through with many _— sorrows,” 
says the next verse. Before any- 
body sets out to make much 
money, Or to put money-making 
as a ranking motive in life, he 
should very carefully consider the 
terrible disappointments and the 
enslavement and the price one 
must pay for making money first 
in his life. 


I saw a great mansion, standing 
on a half city block, in one of the 
principle cities of America. It 
was built of the most expensive 
brick. The floors were the finest 
hardwood, The doors were solid 
mahogany, three inches. thick! 
The walls were covered  -with 
beautiful tapestry. There was. an 
elaborate and expensive bath for 
every bedroom. Even the serv- 


ants’ quarters were a seven 
roomed mansion. The building, I 
understand, cost some $250,000. 
The lot itself was worth many 
thousands of dollars. And yet I 
was surprised to fin’ that the 
man who dreamed it, built it, 


and lived in it, then sold it for 
$30,000. His wife died and left 
him. His daughter married a 
drunken profligate. Then the 
poor man with a broken heart 
wanted to get out of the place 
that reminded him of the happi- 
ness which had fled away. The 
man who puts money first in his 
life, ‘“‘at his end shall be a fool,’ 
says the Word of God. 

In Luke 12:16-34, Jesus tells 
the story of a man who was 4a 
fine farmer—thrifty, intelligent, 
progressive, His crops turned out 
so well that he had to tear down 
his old barns and build greater. 
He stored up enough goods to 
last him many years, and said, 
“Soul, thou hast much goods laid 
up for many years; take thine 
ease, eat, drink, and be merry.” 
But Jesus said that God said to 
him, “Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee: 
then whose shall those things be, 
which thou hast provided?” And 
Jesus added, “So is he _ that 
layeth up treasure for himself, 
and is not rich toward God.” 


Before you set your heart on 
money, remember that it cannot 
buy happiness, it cannot buy 
health, it cannot buy love, it can- 
not buy Heaven. How poor is 
the man who has money but does 
not have peace! How poor is the 
man who is rich in this world’s 
goods and then goes to Hell! — Be- 
fore anybody sets out to enjoy 


prosperity and sets his heart upon 
things of this world, let him re- 
member that at his end he is likely 
to be a fool in God’s sight. 


Oh, reader, look where the road 
ends before you start to travel it! 


IV. The End of Worldly 
Pleasure 


‘But she that liveth in pleas- 
ure is dead while she liveth,’’ says 
I Timothy 5:6. Those who live 
for pleasure will find that life is 
not worth living. Proverbs 14:13 
says, “Even in laughter the heart 
is sorrowful; and the end of that 
mirth is heaviness.” Any good 
time the Devil gives ends in sor- 
row. Any fair promise the Devil 
makes is a lie. As I have said 
elsewhere, “All Satan’s apples 
have worms.” And Satan never 
was more deceitful than when he 
promised pleasure in sin. - At the 
very time a sinner is trying to 
enjoy life the most, his heart is 
sorrowful, “and the end of that 
mirth is heaviness.” 

The prodigal son who gathered 
all together and went into a far 
country and wasted his substance 
with riotous living thought he 
would have a wonderful time. He 
had everything, he thought, to 
make him enjoy life. He had 
money. He had no restrictions on 
his conduct. He could drink if he 
wanted to. There was no father 
at hand to rebuke him. He could 
waste his living with harlots if 
he wanted to. The elder brother 
was not there to criticise. It ap- 
peared that he had lots of friends. 
But the road of pleasure, the 
primrose path, the way of wine 
and women and song, led to a hog- 
pen and poverty and a disillu- 
sioned heart, 

You do not always come, physi- 
cally, to the hogpen before you 
know that the pleasure of the 
world, the pleasure of sin, does 
not end happily. It is a surpris- 
ing fact that nearly all the -sui- 
cides are people who have drunk 
from the cup of pleasure down 
to the very dregs. People who 
drink, who dance, who enjoy 
worldly pleasures, soon find that 
there is no real peace of heart in 
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it all. The end of that mirth is 
heaviness. 

1 drove into a filling station in 
Dallas, Texas, and said to a man, 
“How are you today?” 

He answered, “If you honestly 
want to know, I feel like a nut 
and a fool. If there ever was a 
man who has made a fool out of 
himself, I am that man.” 

When I inquired what his trou- 
ble was, he said, “Last night I got 
my pay for the week. I went out 
and got drunk. When-I woke up 
this morning, I did not have a 
penny left. I have no money for 
my meals. I cannot pay my room 
rent to my landlady. My head is 
nearly bursting with pain. My 
conscience torments me. I wasted 
a week’s wages, I lost the re- 
spect of good people and my own 
self-respect, and now I have a 
splitting headache and a guilty 
conscience. I am the prize fool 
of the whole town!” 


His “good time” did not end up 
happily. “The end of that mirth 
is heaviness.” 


When I was pastor at Sham- 
rock, Texas, a2 young woman was 
brought to see me who had threat- 
ened suicide. When I talked to 
her, she said, “Brother Rice, life 
is not fit to live! I wish I were 
dead! I still have half a mind 
to kill myself. There is not any- 
thing that can really make one 
happy. My father gave me a good 
education. I have had the pleas- 
ure of travel. I have had good 
musical training. I belong to the 
Country Club Crowd. I have 
danced, I have drunk cocktails, I 
have done everything else that a 
decent, nice girl would do. But 
I am miserable. There is not 
anything in the world that can 
make you happy. I have tried 
everything—clothes, social life, 
travel, music, and life is not fit 
to live. I wish I were dead!” 

“T know how you can be happy,” 
I said. “I know where you can 
find peace and joy and satisfac- 
tion.” 

“If you know, I wish you would 
tell me,” she said. “I have never 


found anything that ended happily. 


You niay thik you are having a 
good time for~a little bit, but at 
last you have only an aching heart 
and no peace. Jf you know a 
way to be happy, I wish you would 
show me,” she said. 

“Let us kneel right here in this 
living room and you tell the Lord 
what you have told me. Tell the 
dear Lord Jesus that the sinful 
pleasure has not brought you any 
happiness, that it always deceives 
and leaves you embittered and 
empty. Tell Him that all Satan's 
promises are clouds without rain, 
are cisterns that can hold no 
water; That all his promises are 
lying deceits that cannot satisfy 
the heart. And ask Jesus Christ 
to come in and forgive and save 
you and make you happy. Put 
your trust in Him and He will do 
i 4g 

We knelt together. She sobbed 
while I prayed. Then in her own 
quiet way she put her trust in 
Jesus, and subdued but quietly 
peaceful, she took my hand and 
claimed Him. She went away with 
peace and joy that the world 
cannot give. 

Oh, do not think that I am 
against a good time. Do not think 
that I am trying to take away the 
happiness of young people. I 
want you to be happy, but I want 
you to have the kind of happiness 
that will still be good tomorrow! 
I want you to have a good time, 
but fifty years from now I want 
you to still be having a good time. 
I want the kind of happiness that 
lasts on a million year from now 
into eternity, Anybody in the 
world ts silly who will start out 
to have a good time without see- 
ing how it will end. If¢ your good 
time ends in a drunk, with a be- 
smircheg name, a soiled character, 


and aching heart, then it is not 


much of a good time. If your good 
time ends with a hardened heart 
and a calloused, embittered atti- 
tude toward life, it is not a good 
time. If your good time ends, like 
that of the prodigal son, in a hog- 
pen in famine time, then surely 
you do not want it. 

Dr. Bob Jones, in a chapel talk 


at Bob Jones College, said, “Happi- | 


. 


life. 


ness is not something that you 
find by seeking for it. Happiness 
is something that one stumbles 
over on the road of duty.” Oh, 
the way to happiness is to come 
to Jesug and yield your heart to 
Him, Trust Him to forgive your 
sins. Trust Him to make you 
happy. Trust Him to help you 
live right. And thank God, you 
will find the joys that this world 
cannot give. You can find the 
peace that passeth understanding. 
And you will find, instead of dis- 
illusionment, that “every day with 
Jesus is sweeter than the day be- 
fore.” 

The other day I walked between 
two long rows of women in the 
Ohio Women's Reformatory. Most 
of these women were young 
women. Most of them had landed 
in this penitentiary after they had 
Started out in a life of pleasure. 
I warn you solemnly from God's 
Word that “the end of that mirth 
is heaviness.” Set out to serve 
God and please Him, and trust 
Him to furnish the happiness in 
“She that liveth in pleasure 
is dead while she liveth.” And the 
end of such worldly pleasure is a 
broken heart! Alas, the end of 
such pleasure may be Hell itself. I 
beg you, do not go that road! It 
ends at the wrong place. 


V. The Fearful End of Hu- 
man Morality and Human 
Religion Without the 
New Birth 
Many of my readers would 
frankly agree with me that “wine 
is a mocker, strong drink is rag- 


ing: and whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not’ wise.” They 
would join in the Scriptural po- 
sition that, “At the last it biteth 


like a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder.” Many of my readers do 
not commit the scarlet sin and 
they would not think of going that 
way. They know that “her end is 
bitter as wormwood, sharp as a 
twoedged sword. Her steps take 
hold on hell.” Perhaps they know 
that worldly pleasure does not 
satisfy, and that “the end of that 
mirth is heaviness.” Perhaps they 
would even agree that’ covetous- 
ness is an unsatisfying, cankerous 
sore that may ruin the life. But 
wait, dear friend! Are you sure 
that you are not on a road whose 
end is death? 

Many, many readers tel] me that 
they live moral lives. One is a 
Mason and tries to subdue his pas- 
sions, and lives on the square and 
compass, he says. Another is an 
Odd Fellow and lives by the three 
links, or professes to, and tries to 
be a good Samaritan. Another 
tells me that he seeks to live by 
the Golden Rule, and tries to do 
unto others as he wishes them to 
do unto him. Still others would 
say that they have been baptized, 
or they have been confirmed, that 
they are members of churches; 
that they attend regularly. ~ And 
to all of these I must say that if 
you have not personally come to 
know Jesus Christ as your own 
Saviour; if you. have not depended 
upon Him in a definite transaction 
and so been born again, made a 
new creature, then you are still 
on the road to Hell. You are on 
the way of death. Oh, I beg you 
in Jesus’ name, check up on the 
end of that road before you travel 
it further! 

But Proverbs 14:12 says, ‘There 
is a way which seemeth right unto 
a man, but the end thereof are the 
ways of death.” Again in Pro- 
verbs 16:25 the verse is repeated 
word for word, “There is a way 


‘that seemeth right unto a man, but |. 


the end thereof are the ways of 
death.” Here the Bible says plain- 
ly that there is a certain way that 
people follow, a way that seems 
right, but it really ends in death! 
People are on this way of death 
and perfectly sincere. People are 
on this way of death, yet trying 
to be moral, trying to be religious 
people. People are on this way of 
death, and yet they go to church 
and pray and give their money. 
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Remember this, that human ways 
of morality and religion lead to 
death! That is what the Bible 
twice says. 

Nicodemus, the moral man, the 
Pharisee, the religious, praying, 
tithing man, was in the way that 
seems right to a man. But Jesus 
told him, “Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” He said, “Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye must be 
born again.” If ever there were 
good, clean moral men, they were 
Pharisees like Nicodemus, and like 
Saul of Tarsus before he was con- 
verted. But they were on the way 
of death. 

In Matthew 7:21-28 Jesus Christ 
says: 

“Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in 
heaven. Many will say to me 
in that day, Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in thy 
name? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in thy 
name done many wonderful 
works? And then will I pro- 
fess unto them, I never knew 
you: depart from me, ye that 
work iniquity.” 

Not those who say, “Lord, Lord,”’ 
shall enter the kingdom of Heaven, 
but only those who do God’s will 
about salvation, You cannot select 
the way to Heaven yourself. How- 
ever sincere you are, the way you 
are on, if You have not been born 
again, if you have not definitely 
come to Christ and depended on 
Him for salvation, that way is the 
way of death. “There is a way 
which seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways 
of death.” Jesus says that many, 
many will come and call Him Lord, 
people who have preached and 
prophesied and cast out devils and 
done many wonderful works. But 
to these people who have been in 
a way that seems right to men, 
a religious way, a moral way, He 
will say, “I mever knew you: de- 
part from me, ye that work in- 
iquity.” It ig sad and shocking 
but true; millions of people who 
are in the churches, people who 
pray, people who claim to live by 
the Ten Commandments or by the 
Golden Rule; people who have been 
baptized or sprinkled or confirmed, 
are yet really on_the way of death. 
They have good religion, humanly 
speaking. They have good moral 
standards, humanly speaking, but 
they have not been born of God. 
Their hearts have never been 
changed by the power of the Holy 
Spirit. They have never repented 
of their sins and honestly trusted 
in the blood of Jesus Christ which 
was shed to save sinners, And so, 
though they are in a way that 
seems right to a man, the ends of 
it will be death, everlasting death! 
Oh, how sad to have Jesus turn 
you away from Heaven, because 
you were on such a good, moral 
way you did not think you needed 
Jesus Himself! You do not think 
that you need to be born again! 

In Matthew, chapter 22, Jesus 
tells of a great king who. made a 
marriage for his son and invited 
many people. When they came, 
the king came in to see the guests 
and Jesus said: 

“And when the king came in 
to see the guests, he saw there 
a man which had not on a 
wedding garment: And he 
saith unto him, Friend, how 
camest thou in hither not hav- 
ing a wedding garment And 
he was speechless. Then said 
the king to the servants, Bind 
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him hand and foot, and take 
him away, and cast him into 
outer darkness; there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. For many are called, 
but few are chosen.” 


Here is a sad truth. Many 
people want to come to the great 
"wedding feast when the Lord Jesus 
introduces His bride to the Father, 
want to be at the wedding supper 
with all the redeemed, but they 
do not have on the wedding gar- 
ment which God Himself must 
furnish! Some reader may say, 
“I think my lodge garments of 
morality are clean enough. They 
are better than most men wear.” 
But only the garment of the im- 
puted righteonuness of Jesus, 
covering your vile sins, will be 
Suitable for that occasion! God 
furnishes the supper and the same 
God must furnish the wedding 
garment. If you have not been to 
Jesus and allowed Him to give you 
the garment of His own righteous- 
ness, if you have not allowed Him 
to cover your sins with His own 
merit, His own goodness, then you 
cannot go to Heaven. 

Let me plead with you, sinner; 
have you been washed in the 
blood? Have you really come to 
God through Jesus Christ? Re- 
member that Jesus said, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me” (John 14:6). Any other 
way may seem to you to be safe, 
but it does not lead to Heaven. It 
leads to Hell! Any other way 
that avoids the new birth, by per- 
sonal faith in Jesus Christ and re- 
ceiving Him as Saviour, is a false 
way, and “the end thereof are the 
ways of death” is the solemn 
warning of the Scriptures. 


before you take it! Human good- 
ness is not enough! After all, you 
are a sinner and “the wages of sin 
is death” (Rom. 6:23). “All our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags” 
(Isa. 64:6). You think that you 
are good, but God says, “The heart 
is deceitful above all things, and 
desperately wicked: who can know 
it?” (Jer. 17.9). Again Jeremiah 
13:23 says, “Can the Ethiopian 
change his skin, or the leopard his 
spots? then may ye also do good, 
that are accustomed to do evil” 
You cannot make yourself good. 
You cannot make yourself clean. 
As the leopard cannot change his 
spots, as the Ethiopian (or Negro) 
cannot change his skin, neither can 
you make yourself good. Only a 
miracle of God can do that, a 
miracle of regeneration that fixes 
the heart itself. So, then, human 
ways of morality lead but to death 
and Hell. And any kind of religion 
that does not involve a new heart, 
a new birth, a personal acceptance 
of Jesus Christ as the Saviour, 
cannot lead to Heaven, Oh, then, 
beware of the road you travel! 
Remember that “there is a way 
which seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways 
of death!” 

Is it not strange that religion 
may lead to Hell the same as 
drunkenness? Is it not strange 
that self-righteous morality may 
lead to Hell as well as adultery? 
But it is true. For the human 
heart igs wicked, and your own 
ways are wrong ways. Your own 
goodness is wickedness in God's 
sight. Only as a man repents of 
sin and turns to trust Jesus Christ 
alone for salvation, can he be re- 
ceived in Heaven. Remember that, 
“He that believeth on him is not 
condemned; but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God” 
(John 3:18). ‘There is no other 
way to settle this matter. And 
John 3:36 says, “He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life: 
and he that believeth not the Son

shall not see life; but the wrath o 
God abideth on nim.” You see, ne 
kind of religion, no kind of moral- 
ity, no course of good deeds or re- 
ligious rites can ever save a soul 
Only coming to Jesus Christ ix 
simple faith can cleanse your heart 
and make you clean, can put you 
on the road to Heaven, can make 
you acceptable to God! Oh, get 
off the road that leads to Hell! 
Get off the road of human moral- 
ity, the road of human religion 
that you have been depending om 
to take -you to Heaven. Instead, 
take the road of simple faith im 
Christ, depending on Christ to de 
for you what you cannot do for 
yourself, and that is, to save your 
soul. 


VL. The Way of the End of 
All Sin Is Death 

James 1:15 says,. “Then when 
lust hath conceived, it bringeth 
forth sin: and sin, when it is 
finished, bringeth forth death.” 
Sin leads to death. 

If it is the gin of alcoholic 
drinking, that leads to death. If 
it ig the sin of adultery and forni- 
cation and lust, that leads a 
death. If it is the gin of ill-gotten 
riches, it leads to death. If it is 
the sin of worldly pleasure, it leads 
to death. If it is the sin of self- 
righteous morality, while rejecting 
Christ, it leads to death. SIN, 
WHEN IT IS FINISHED, BRING- 
ETH FORTH DEATH! Oh, then, 
before you go on the road of sin 
any further, look at the end of it! 
The crossbone and skull marks the 
way of sin. The tombstone, the 
wail, the dirge, the blackness of 
night, eternal despair, the torment 
of a damned soul, the lake of fire 
and brimstone—these mark the 
end of sin. 


In Romans 6:23 that is clearly 
expressed: “The wages of. sin is 
death.” But thank God, that same 
Scripture has another statement! 
It continues: “But the gift of God 
is eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” You see that all are 
Sinners, and if a man takes his 
proper wages, gets his honest de- 
Sserts, he will go to Hell. But one 
can take the free gift of God and 
so have everlasting life! Every 
one who goes to Hell pays his own 
way. Every one who goes to 
Heaven rides on a pass! “The 
wages of sin is death; but the gift 
of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord!” 

You see the end of the road of 
sin. But, thank God, you can re- 
pent! You can turn your heart 
from sin ang seek the Lord. And 
the moment you honestly turn 
from sin in your heart and put 
your trust in Jesus Christ, that 
moment He will save your soul and 
take you off the road of death. 

What a blessed difference there 
ig between the end of the road for 
the sinner and the end of the road 
for one who has trusted in Christ! 
Daniel 12:2 says, “Many of them 
that sleep in the dust of the earth 
shall awake, some to everlasting 
life) and some to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt.” All who go en 
the road of sin, whether it is 
drunkenness, adultery, or self- 
righteous morality, must awake to 
shame and everlasting contempt. 
But those who put their trust in 
Jesus Christ, depending on His 
mercy, depending On Him for for- 
giveness and salvation, all these 
will awake to everlasting life! 

Sinner, God loves you. Jesus 
died for you. If you will trust in 
Him today, He will save your soul. 
I beg you, look today and see the 
end of the road you are on. Is 
the end of the road death? Is the 
end of the road sharp as a two- 
edged sword, as it is with the har- 
lot woman? Is the end of your 
mirth al} heaviness? Is the end 
of your morality and seif-right- 
eousness “the ways of death,” ag
